a real possibility 



We are fast approaching an 
era in v^hich zero population 
growth will be a necessity 
rather than a desirable 
alternative. Uncontrolled 
population growth worldwide has 
contributed to serious economic, 
political and social problems. 
Poorer, less developped contries 
gave faster rates of population 
increase and significant 
population control is a problem. 

Reducing the millions of 
unplannned and unwanted 
pregnancies would help (and 
only help) to solve many 
economic and health problems, 
and potentiate the possibility of 
improved standards of living in 
many overpopulated societies. 

The Western countries have 
also a need for effective 
fertility control. Liberalisation 
of our attitudes* on sex and 
sexual freedom precipitated 
development of female 
contraceptives. Acceptance of 
an effective pill for women shas 
created, for sociological and 
psychological reasons, a need 
for male contraceptives. 

It is my objective to 
introduce several 
endocrinological methods of 



male contraception and present 
benefits and detrimental effects 
of their usage. Two approaches 
will be considered, that is, 
using the substance known as 
Gonadotropin Releasing Hormone 
(GnRH) and Steroids for 
inhibition of sperm production. 

GnRH is a peptide from the 
hypothalamus that acts on the 
anterior pituitairy to release 
Lutenizing Hormone (LH) and 
Follicule Stimulating Hormone 
(FSH), both of which are needed 
for normal spermatogenesis. 
LH acts on the testes to 
produce Testosterone (T), the 
major androgen in males. 3y 
administering GnRH in frequent 
doses there is an initial 
stimulation but constant 
exposure to GnRH results in the 
phenomenon known as pituitary 
refractoriness. The pituitary 
decreases its production of LH 
and FSH. This interferes with 
sperm production. 
For example, daily injection 
with GnRH for 6-10 weeks 
significantly decreased sperm 
production in normal men. 
Testoterone (T) concentration in 
the blood also decreases. This, 
unfortunately, may cause loss of 



libido, thus defeating the most 
important benefit of 
contraception. Supplementation 
with T by injection of oral 
tablets avoids this problem. 
Side effects include a decrease 
in testes size over the 
treatment period Many man are 
unnecessarily conscious of testes 
size and in Western countries 
this may be unacceptable. 
Testes size and sperm 
concentration does, however, 
recover within 6 months of 
stopping treatment. Injection is 
not an attractive mode of 
administration but because 
GnRH is absorbed through 
membranes it has been 
incorporated into a nasal spray 
for effective contraception. 
This method offers some hope 
for a male contraceptive. 

More promising are the 
results using steroids. By daily 
administration of 
medrozy progesterone acetate 
with abdominal application of a 
T-containing ointment, 
spermatogenesis was suppressed. 
In this study men were using 
the methods for one year and 
no pregnancies resulted. 

LH and FSH concentration 



in the blood decreased while 
estrogen concentration and 
secretory activities of prostate 
and vesicular glands are 
unaltered. No loss of libido, no 
weight gain or development of 
gynecomastia (engorged breasts 
was noted. Often associated 
with steroid pills is the risk of 
metabolic upsets especially liver 
function. No problems were 
encountered by this treatment. 

Sperm concentration returned to 
normal 3-6 months post 
treatment. 

Another promising method 
uses Levo-norgestrel (synthetic 
gestagen steroid) tablets daily 
with an injection of T monthly. 

Sperm production is 
significantly decreased with no 
toxicological side effects. 
Changes in mood often 
associated with the female 
"pill" were noted in this 
method. No changes in blood 
clotting characteristics were 
found and sperm production was 
normal 14-21 months after 
cessation of steroid treatments. 

Steroid treatments may 
alter lipid metabolism. 
Depending on which lipid and 
whiqh system, this may be

GRENADA INVADED: How will media 

respond r 



Three dap ago (as this 
paper goes to press) the world 
was stunned to learn of the 
U.S. invasion of Grenada (along 
with troops from a few 

Carribean nations). American 
military action in the Carribean 
is not new, and it once again 
casts the U.S. in the role of 
the neighborhood bully. 

This event points to a 
further militarization of 
American foreign policy under 
the Reagan government, and it 
promises to be extremely 
interesting to see how the 
Western press deals with this 
one. Though the U.S. claims to 
have invaded to protect its 
citizens, one suspects the real 
reason was to install a 
government in Grenada with a 
decidedly pro-U.S. tilt. The 
message is therefore clear: 
Washington will not tolerate 
another leftist government in 
the South American hemisphere. 

What then will Washington 
tolerate? A quick look at some 
of the Americal allies in the 
area (Chile, Argentina, 
El-Salvador) does not make for 
a very reassuring answer. The 
U.S., it seems, will support any 
government as long as it is 
perceived to be anti-Soviet, 
regardless of what forms of 
torture and oppression it must 
use to subdue its population. 

Already, the U.S. 
government is giving reasons 
which it claims are valid 
justifications for its actions. 
We are sure to see a lot of 
Reagan in the news reports 
trying to legitimize his move, 
trying to sway public opinion to 
his side. How do you invade 
Grenada (or Nicaragua or El 
Salvador) on the pretext that 
these countries are a threat to 
the U.S.A.? You don't, it's 
impossible. It has to be 
because Grenada is an outpost 
of Cuba and the Soviet Union. 
Of course, the Soviets play 
exactly the same game, as can 
be seen from the reasons given 
for their move into 
Czechoslovakia, Afghanistan 
etc.,... to protect against 
subversion by the C.I. A. A 
direct consequence of these 

actions and the reasons advance 
to justify them, is a revival and 
an extension of the Cold War 
confrontation, trying to get the 
people to think in east-west 
terms, to think 

confrontationally. This is very 
functional for the U.S. and for 
the Soviets, too. What it does 
is provide the propaganda 
framework through which they 
can c ontrol their own 



population. Both governments 
(U.S. and Soviets) have been 
extremely good at this, and this 
is why so many on both sides 
believe we need more and 
better weapon systems and are 
willing to let their governments 
spend such fantastic amounts on 
armaments. It is manipulation 
through fear. 

The next few weeks are 
sure to make for interesting 
reading. The question to ask 
is: AA/hat will be the nature of 
western public opinion in 
response to this invasion? and 
How will the Western press 
interpret and report events? 
Think back to the days after 
the Russians moved into 
Afghanistan, of martial law in 
Poland. The press was filled 
with anti-Soviet coverage, 
people in the West were 
shocked and angry, anti-Soviet 
rhetoric was pouring out of 
Western capitals, boycotts were 
called for, sanctions were 
imposed etc. Fine. An equally 
flagrant violation of another 
country's independence has just 
occurred, but this time "our 
side" is the guilty party. I 
personally doubt that our media 
will attack the U.S.A. with the 
zeal it showed against the 
Soviets after Afghanistan. I 
doubt there will be any 
boycotts or sanctions. 

When one begins to ask 
these types of questions, it 
becomes clear that our media is 
biased, and that we are quite 
easily influenced in the way we 
think by the U.S. government. 
It would seem that "our side" is. 



guilty of the same kinds of 
"dirty tricks" we are always 
accusing the other side of. We 
are not as innocent as we 
would like to think we are.

TURTLES TAKE HEART 



About this time of year. 
Mammalian Physiology students 
study heart function in the 
laboratory. The experimental 
animals used are Eastern 
Painted Turtles purchased from 
the Carolina Biological Supply 
Company of North Carolina. 

I decided to find out about 
the source of these turtles, 
since, being a Wildlifer, I was 
concerned that the demand for 
lab animals might lead to 
o verexploitation of that 
population. I wrote to the 
North Carolina Wildlife 
Resources Commission; the 
following is their reply to my 
query. 

"In response to your inquiry 
about the source of turtles 
supplied to research and 
educational laboratories by 
Carolina Biological Supply 
Company of Burlington, 
NorthCarolina, I called the 
vice-president for research and 
development. Dr. Flagg, and 
asked him the source of these 
turtles. 

"Or. Flagg advised that the 
turtles were purchased 
exclusively from persons and 



dealers in Louisiana. He said 
that most of these turtles were 
caught in private ponds and all 
were taken and sold in 
compliance with Louisiana laws 
and regulations. 

"I called the Louisiana 
Department of Fish and Wildlife 
about this matter and they 
advised that it is legal to take 
and sell the painted turtle in 
that state. They further 
advised that turtle populations 
are stable and that no 
additional protective action is 
required at this time. 

"Carolina Biological Supply 
Company has no record of 
non-compliance with regard to 
wildlife laws or regulations in 
North Carolina and has been 
responsive and cooperative in 
our inquiry. 

"We appreciate your 
concern for the welfare of our 
wildlife resources. Let us know 
if you have any further 
questions.

At the same moment, a 
voice is heard in the Lounge of 
the Centennial Centre of 
Macdonald College: " Boycott 
O'Keefe to stop apartheid in 
South Africa". Eager and 
enthusiastic at the thougth of 
striking a blow for social 
justice and freedom for 
oppressed people, 80 or so 
students shout: "Yeah". Thus 
victory is at hand after a 
glorious battle. Their social 
conscience 'easied, the students 
go back to their classes with a 
smile. 

Apartheid is an ugly word. 
So is racism. They should 
indeed be wiped from the face 
of the earth. But before 
embarking on an international 
campaign, why don't we take a 
good look at ourselves and 
describe what we see? 

In case you've forgotten, 
let me tell you how this 
country was built. In the early 
days, we sold guns, wine and 
whisky to the Indians. When 
they were thoroughly drunk, we 
drove them from their lands 
and slaughtered them in the 
thousands before parking them 
on reserves where they still are 
today. Aren't we enjoying the 
fruits of earlier racism in North 
America? And if I were to tell 
you that racism exists on our 
very campus, would you believe 
me? Have you heard comments 
about PAKIS, NIGGERS and 
Orientals on the Campus? If 
not, where have you been? 
How many black company 
presidents do we have in 
Canada? 



to sell shoes in Canada: would 
you be so keen on walking 
barefoot in the snow? I'll go 
further than that: would you 
refuse a $25,000 a year Rhodes 
scholarship? Remember that 
Rhodes made his money 
sweating blacks in diamond and 
gold mines in South Africa. 
When you get a job offer in the 
near future, will you investigate 
them personnally to make sure 
that they have nothing to do 
with South Africa? Be honest 
with yourselves when you 
answer that. 

I don't think that there is 
one nation in the world that is 
not guilty of some form of 
oppression, either racial, 
economic or otherwise. Do we 
cut off our ties with these 
countries? If we are honest 
and our motives are the same 
that sparked the O'Keefe 
boycott, we should pull out of 
international trade. Then we 
can sit and starve and freeze in 
the dark. Or we can go back 
to wearing animal skins and 
throwing spears af^ild animals. 

This boycott is a silly 
thing: it's not good policy to be 
selective in international 
affairs. Nor is it moral to 
condemn other men for crimes 
of which we might be guilty of 
ourselves. I don't think we 
thought about it for a long 
time before we acted on the 
issue. If we had thought about 
it, we might have kept silent, 
or thought of a better way to 
make a positive contribution to 
society.

Thursday, October 27 v/as a 
pretty satisfying day for 
someone involved in Student 
Affairs, wasn't it? On the 
surface there were elections, 
referenda, an Open Students' 
Society meetin and a great 
party. But let's take a closer 
look. There was perhaps 25% 
participation in the various 
referenda held on Thursday. 
Three out of four students did 
not vote for whatever reason(s). 

And as for the Open Students' 
Society meeting held to decide 
on the O'Keefe issue, I do not 
think it would be an 
exaggeration to say that our 
students had to be nursemaided 
through. At 11:00 AM the 
required number of students was 
not there and people had to be 
tempted away from their 
lunches in order to make a 
quorum. 

Please don't get me wrong. 

I do not want to write yet 
another article deploring student 
apathy. Most students have 
different priorities and that is 
something you get used to. 



Furthermore, 25% participation 
is excellent compared to just 
about any other University you 
could name. McGill Students' 
Council elections rarely exceed 
5% participation. 

I am not upset at the 
decision to continue the 
boycott. On the basis of John 
Muna's excellent speech (he was 
the only person there who 
addressed the real issue) I 
would have voted with the 
majority. 

It is exactly the point that 
John Muna made that saddens 
nne. He argued, correctly I 
think, that the real issue was 
ndC the practical feasibility of 
the O'Keefe boycott. He said 
that the real question was: 
"Can we do something, 
anything, to show that we 
care?" By not attending that 
meeting some 800 Macdonald 
students, the overwhelming 
majority, answered that question 
with a "NO".

Women: As all of you 
most likely use Macdonalds 
toilet facilities at least once a 
day and if not at least once a 
week, you have all at some 
point, while sitting on a toilet 
seat, found yourself facing a 
poster depicting a cross-eyed, 
insane-looking hairy tramp 
pering over the stall door, 
accompanied by the words: " 
YOU MAY NOT BE ALONE 
For the benefit of our male 
friends, approximatly two weeks 
ago,, these posters mysteriously 
appeared in every toilet stall in 
every woman's bathroom (at 
least as far as Pve used) of 
Macdonald College. 

A little while ago, the 
Harvest was also given a few 
explanatory articles concerning 
the posters and a request to 
publicize them. Rather than 
reprint every article, I've 
allowed myself to summarize 
them and voice a few of my 
own feelings concerning the 
matter. The articles are 
available for anyone to consult 
in the Harvest box (CC desk). 
As for my own feelings they 
are based merely on what I've 
seen in the toilets, the donated 
articles and personal experience. 

Hopefully with your feedback>, 
we'll voice them to the 
organisers of this. 

Prompted by increased 
incidences of sexual assault and 
harassment on McGills Montreal 
Campus, the Senate Committee 
on Women has stepped up a 
program to sensitize women to 
potential dangerous or 
inpleasant situations. The 
committee, composed of 
professors Zulma Nellie 
Martinez, San Noumoff and 
Director of Admissions, Peggy 
Sheppard, is mailing pamhlets to 
all female staff and students 
outlining preventative measures 
and self-defense tips in case of 
trouble and are preparing a map 
of the campus indicating 
potential trouble spots in the 
hopes that women will 
memorize and avoid them. In 
the long run, they also hope to 
set up a hot-line for women in 
distress and counselling services 
and self-defence courses. 

Also, because there have 
been incidences of threatening 
men in the womens washrooms 
and corridors, the committee 
has arranged with Campus 
Services and Physical 
Ressources to have posters 
placed in all womens washrooms 
alerting them to potential 
danger and providing an 
emergency phone number. At 
the same time, security staff 
are being given tips on how to 
respond to women in danger; 



for example, according to 
Noumoff, they are being warned 
not be "cute" or "fatherly" 
since women are "irritated" by 
patronising attitudes (McGill 
Daily, Oct. 6,'83). 

The idea of the poster is 
to memorize the number in 
case of emergency. Sheppard 
says visual "repetition" will 
sensitize women. The objective 
of the committee she says, is 
to alert women without 
frightening them (Daily, Sept. 
19, '83). Howevei; 
representatives of the McGill 
Womens Union have objected to 
certain aspects of the program. 

Anne Gray says of the posters: 
"Itt .'.alises the importance of 
the issue by asking women to 
laugh at it, at the same time 
offering inadequate information 
to deal with a crisis situation" 
(Daily, Oct. 6, '83). Laura 
Granfed objects to 
recommendations advising 
women to avoid trouble spots. 
Restricting women to certain 
areas is a reflection of the 
feeling that the problem stems 
from women when men are the 
aggressors. If a program is to 
be installed it should aim at 
the education of both men and 
women. 

I am not aware yet 
whether or not women of 
Macdonald Campus are to be 
given pamphlets and a trouble 
spot map, nor whether or not 
Macdonald has had the problems 
identified at downtown McGill. 
Regardless, I think it is 
important that both men and 
women be aware of the issue; 
however^ I strongly object to the 
posters that have been placed 
in our bathrooms. 

First of all I think it is 
unfortunate that the character 
depicted in the poster is so 
atypical of your average 
agressor. My impression from 
the picture is that the man is a 
tramp and is slightly deranged. 
From my own experience, and 
I'm sure I speak for many, your 
average agressor is your 
average man on the street: 
businessman, friend, respectable 
looking father of two, etc. It's 
too bad such an image of 
marginal people is being 
perpetuated. 

I also deplore the lack of 
information on the poster. 
What use is a phone number 
when you're stuck in a stall? 
And even if you do manage to 
reach a phone, who are you 
calling? Just because I'm 
telling you that the phone 
number refers to Campus 
Security doesn't mean everyone 
knows now. It's nice to know 
who you're calling. This 
number is important to call in 
a potentially dangerous situation 
and even afterwards, but just as

importantly if not more, a 
women who has just been 
assaulted should have access to 
someone who will understand 
her distress and confusion. I 
appreciate Security services but 
I don't think I'd turn to them 
for consolation. So an 
alternate number, for instance 
to a rape crisis centre should 
also appear. Both numbers 
should be identified. 

The aim of the poster is 
to alert women without 
frightening them and to remind 
them to keep self-possessed. 
Personally I find the picture 
ugly and scary. There is no 
need for an ugly picture to

What is appropriate 
technology? It is the use of 
readily available and accessible 
technology to meet a particular 
demand, often on a small scale 
and at a local leveK For 
example, in an area with a lot 
of bamboo, one could use 
bamboo poles as drainage pipes 
rather that purchasing plastic 
pipes: this would save money 
and develop a local resource. 
Another example: one could use 
a bicycle-drawn cart as an 
ambulance: it could travel along 
small paths in the woods and 
would require less maintenance 
than a car (repairs would be 
simpler). In Iceland where 
there are many volcanoes, 
houses are often heated with 
geothermal heat thus using a 
readily' available local resource 
rather than importing an energy 
source at great cost. 



When dealing with 
"appropriate technology", one 
tends to think on a small scale, 
solving problems with what one 
has at hand: this makes it 
easier to replace, repair and 
maintain the "piece" of 
technology since one already 
has a certain familiarity with 
its parts and its mode of 
functioning. There is less 
dependence on imported, often 
expensive and sometimes 
unavailable (how often we find 
that the replacement blade for 
our coffee grinder is no longer 
manufactured) technology. 
Rather that thinking of general 
solutions to problems, one tries 
to deal with each problem 
individually. When generalizing, 
one often forgets all those 
particularities that are so 
important to the individual. 
"Appropriate" technology is 
simply using whatever 
technology is most appropriate 
to suit a particular need.

MILITARISM & 
DEVELOPMENT 



The evening of Oct. 19 
brought together a small group 
of students and faculty at 
CUSO Macdonald's 2nd event of 
the semester. The seminar, 
which was stimulating and 
successful due to its intimacy, 
featured a slide-tape show and 
subsequent discussion on 
militarism and development. 

The speaker, Mr. Jean 
Lacoursifere, not only is a 
Catholic priest, but has 
substantial experience in 
international development. He 
spent most of his life in Africa 
organizing credit unions for the 
local people. For the past ten 
years he has worked for a 
Catholic organization called 
"Development and Peace", which 
has as its main purpose the 
promotion of international 
solidarity between Canada and 
the developing world. 

One might ask: What is the 
relation between this and 
militarization, and Why does 
Mr. Lacoursifere attach such 
impoT^tance to it? He gave us 
the answer when he explained 
that his organization has not 
only tried to help the 
developing world but has also 
attempted to find the causes of 
underdevelopment. One major 
cause was found to be 
militarization. 

Militarization is an obstacle 
to development. Why is this 
so? Briefly: financial aid given 
to some nations may be used 
for military purposes; some 
countries are in debt partly as 
a result of of overspendinq on 
armaments and then grow food 
for export as a source of 
foreign exchange (as opposed to 
growing food for local 
consumption); the military is 
often used as a tool of 
oppression within a country. 

Getting back to the evening 
itself, Mr. L acoursifere's 
presentation was very informal. 

He seemed quite interested in 
learning about the views and 
ideas of the audience. This 
approach lent itself well to a 
rather interpersonal discussion 
among group members, during] 
which some stimulating ideas 
and observations were expressed 
on the many implications of 
disarmament and militarism. 

It is encouraging to see 
that the various churches are 
beginning to involve themselves 
in the important issues of the 
day. It wasn't so long ago that 
the churches acted as a 
conservative influence, avoiding 
asking the difficult question. 



We find this "new militancy" on 
their part an inspiration, for 
the churches can potentially 
reach out to many people. 
What really pleased us (and, we 
hope, others who attended) was 
the optimistic and positive way 
in which the evening ended. In 
the face of the complex and 
seemingly endless problems of 
the world, to resign oneself to 
pessimism and uninvolvement is 
perhaps the easiest thing to do. 
Mr. Lacoursifere was pleased to 
speak to us (as young people) 
and expressed his hope in us. 
He urged people to be active 
and, most importantly, to be 
hopeful; for to lose hope is to 
lose everything.

How to talk 
about drinking &driving 



to your teenagers 

We ail know going out is fun, and 
no parent wants to take away those good 
times^ But these days, with teenagers in 
and out of cars so much, it's crucial lhat 
they understand the dangers of drinking 
"^"KQ dftviitg', ^ticl that they can avert^ 
potential trouble by making the right 
decisions* 

First, set your son or daughter 
straight on this often-misunderstood fact: 
beer, wine and spirits — in excess, all three 
are just as dangerous on the road. 

A good way of avoiding trouble is to 
plan ahead. Suggest that your teenagers 
review their evening before going out. If 
they see drinking involved, far better to 
leave the car at home than to take chances 
later behind the wheel. 

Far better also to say no to a drink, 
to refuse to drive, or to turn down a 
lift with an impaired friend than to go 
along with the crowd and maybe regret it. 

You can support your teenagers and 
give them confidence by letting them 
know that if they ever need help you'll go 
for them, pay their cab or do whatever is 
necessary to get them home safely. 

Most important, be a good example. 
Never drive if you've had even one drink 
too many. Better still, don't let it come 
to that. Know your limit and stay within it. 



to your parents 

If you're not of legal drinking age, 
don't touch a drop. But if you are, and you 
drive, then you're old enough to do your 
part in reaching an agreement with your 
parents on the subject. 

Sure they worry. Because even if you 
don't drink, others in your group may. 
The friend driving you home one night 
may have had too much. 

Show that you're equally concerned. 
Get serious. For instance, what have you 
read lately about the dangers of drinking 
and driving? Do you know how much 
beer, wine or spirits your body can safely 
handle before your judgment becomes 
impaired? Do you know the law in your 
province? And what happens if you break it? 

Get the facts and discuss them calmly. 
Then take the initiative and propose a few 
family ground rules. 

No driving if you've been drinking 
beyond your limit. (We'll send you a 
valuable free chart on responsible limits 
if you write us.) No riding with a friend 
who's been drinking. And convince your 
parents if a situation ever turns dicey, 
you won't hesitate to phone for help. 

Finally, remind your parents you're 
concerned for their safety, too, and that 
the family rules on drinking and driving 
apply to them, as well.

beneficial or detrimental but 
research in this area is unclear. 

It seems that we are close 
to having a male "pill" but 
researchers are working to 
perfect the dose and frequency 
of administration before large 
scale clinical trials are 
attempted. Within the next 
year or so the Food Drug 
Administration (FDA) in the 
USA will allow clinical 
evaluations of some male 
contraceptives. It is hoped that 
the same will happen in 
Canada. All attempts are being 
made to reduce the risks 
involved with contraceptives. 
We have learned from the 
problems seen with steroid 
overdoses in the first "pill" for 
women. Hopefully in the near 
future a safe, reliable male pill 
will be available. It is 
attractive to postulate on the 
benefits of mass male fertility 
in developping countries. For 
example, China's population over 
one billion. By implementing 
strict male fertility control, 
population growth would be 
slowed. In fact, one of the 
main goals of China's sixth 5 
year plan (1981-1985) is rigid 
control of population growth. 
This, in the long term, would 
reduce pressures in urban 
environments and decrease food 
and energy requirements. 
Special needs may also be 
reduced. Hopefully, we expect 
this would decrease (but never 
eliminate) aggressive 
confrontations between nations 
over geographic boundaries i.e. 
WAR. This phenomenon, on a 
worldwide scale, is at present, 
a threat beyond comprehension. 

A problem in Western 
Countries is the acceptance of 



a male contraceptive. The 
dilemma lies within the male 
where dominance and macho 
sexual attitudes are fact. Any 
threat a contraceptive poses to 
the male ego reduces its chance 
of universal acceptance. In any 
case it is attractive to consider 
the symbiotic potential of male 
and female contraception in a 
two-partner relation. A woman 
may be taking the "pill" for 2-3 
years while her male 
counterpart is not using 
contraceptives. When it is 
decided that the woman will 
discontinue contraception the 
man may employ his own 
effective fertility control. The 
chance for irreversible changes 
and deleterious side effects is 
greatly reduced. Those in the 
medical profession should 
consider an integration of 
contraceptive methods for 
couples. It is probably that 
sexual attitudes of both men 
and women would change with 
the advent of safe male 
contraceptives. 

I would think an increased 
awareness of fertility control on 
both sides could only improve 
the relative status of women 
and men in our society 
(incidentally, the study using 
Levo-Norgestrel was performed 
by a Danish woman). 
Integrated male-female 
contraception will be a major 
tool for the family planner and 
long term population control is 
essential for the establishment 
of some degree of political and 
welfare stability and an 
absolute requirement for our 
race to maintain existence on 
mother earth.
